ll is rather unusual to call attention

Too few people 
actually realize the conditions faced 
by our soldiers in the great struggle in 
France. 
Too many have grown into 
the habit of shrugging their shoulders 
and saying, when reference is made to 
these tilings, “Oh, I don*! know,Mak­ 
ing it all in all I guess the fellows had 
a pretty soft time of it.” 
Too many 
are forgetting the 
days 
when 
the 
deeds of American boys thrilled, not 
only America, but the world, and too 
many want to forget the debt that 
they owe to those boys. 
Seeing “'File 
Lost 
Battalion” may 
perhaps change some of this and cer­ 
tainly if the film is what it is said to 
be— a real reproduction of that most 
heroic episode— those who see it will 
realize, it may be for the first time, 
just what it was through which our 
troops had to pa^s to win the great 
victory that crowned their struggles, 
sufferings ancf sacrifices. 
It is said that actual participants in 
the historic incident took part in .the 
making of the picture and that Major 
Whittesly who was iii command re d ­ 
acts the stirring events that placed his 
name high oil the roll of the nation’s 
heroes. 
If this is true so much more the in­

THE COLOMBIAN TREATY. 


When Theodore Roosevelt left the 
presidency at the end of his second 
term, most ot the politicians and most 
cl the newspapers of his party were 
abusing him. 
The last few months of 
his term had been a constant succes­ 
sion of conflicts with congress, and 
among 
the 
political 
powers in the 
party at that 
time 
the Colonel was 
pretty heartily hated. Later on, when 
he split the party, he was still more 
heartily hated by these gentlemen and 
their successors and by the stand-pat 
G. O. P. organs. Indeed, he never 
came back into favor in these republi­ 
can circles until the rise of a demo­ 
cratic champion who defeated the re­ 
publicans in every 
combat 
made it 
necessary for the latter to have the 
Colonel’s help. It was the rise of Wil­ 
son that made the old-line republicans 
forget, or at least seem to forget, their 
animosity toward Colonel Roosevelt. 
It would be interesting, it one had 
the time, to look up some of the things 
that these gentlemen used to say about 
the Colonel in those days. 
It would 
be especially interesting at present 
because some of them are so voluble 
in his praise just now when the mat­ 
ter of the Colombian treaty bas again 
been brought to the fore. 
The Har­ 
ding administration as one of its first 
acts has attempted to secure ratifica­ 
tion of this treaty which would make 
reparation for the wrong done Colom­ 
bia by the United States when Roose­ 
velt was president. 
This proposal of 
Mr. Harding has brought oil Hie first 
fight of his administration, and a con­ 
siderable 
group 
of republican sena­ 
tors are fighting the Colombian treaty 
to the last ditch because it would be a 
confession that 
President 
Roosevelt 
was guilty of wront-doing in the Co- 
lombian-Pallama matter and would be 
a reflection upon his memory. 
There arc practical and important 
reasons why the treaty should be rati­ 
fied. 
President Wilson tried to get it 
ratified, but the republicans refused 
for the same reason 
which 
actuates 
some of them in opposing its ratifica­ 
tion at the request of President Har­ 
ding. 
This hyper-sensitive regard for 
the Roosevelt tradition of infallibility 
should not be allowed to stand any 
longer in the way of the public inter­ 
est in this matter or to prevent the 
correction of the injustice done by this 
nation to a small and helpless lieigh-

District,

cludes New York, is not content with 
a navy surpassing 
any 
other. 
\\ e 
should have, he tells us, a navy equal 
to any two others. 
That will 'make most people gasp. 
Nobody else in this country, so far as 
we have observed,, has gone quite as 
far as Admiral Huse. 
A navy equal 
to any two others would mean a navy 
as large as the combined navies of 
Japan and Great Britain. That would 
involve 
a 
tremendous 
amount 
of 
American 
naval 
expansion 
and it 
would cost a vast sum, since our navy 
is now considerably smaller than Brit­ 
ain’s and not very much larger than 
Japan’s. 
Still, the American 
people will be 
willing to pay the price for such a 
fleet if they perceive its necessity. Ad­ 
miral Huse, however, is far from clear 
on this point. 
Since he wants us to 
build a fleet equal 
to the 
combined 
fleets of Britain and Japan, the natur­ 
al inference is that he fears war with 
those two countries. 
Such is not the 
case, however. England and the Unit­ 
ed States, he says, “are bound togeth­ 
er with ties of blood, of language, of 
laws, of history, of literature. 
A war 
between these two great countries js 
inconceivable.'’ 
Why, then, must we have a two- 
power navy? 
The only light that the 
Admiral gives us on this point is his

VV E. Horne, Kansas City, and 
I Joseph F. Saxe, Fort Worth, Texas. 
The departure of union leaders 
; was decided upon at informal con- 


i fereiices following the arrival here 
of two special trains from all towns 
along and M. and N. A., bearing 600 
citizens of these places, who ex­ 
pressed themselves as out of pati­ 
ence at the manner In which the 
p r o t r a c t e d 
strike 
has 
been con­ 
d u c t e d . 
These 600 were joined by 
400 Harrison men and held a mass 
meeting about the hotel where the 
union leaders were stopping.
